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PREFACE. 



There are two reasons for the preparation of this book : first, 
I believe that the best way to study Latin Composition is in con- 
nection with the authors read ; and second, the fact that the 
requirements for admission to the majority of our colleges now 
include the writing of connected sentences from the authors read. 

It has long been evident to me that this branch of study was 
unwisely divorced from its legitimate companion branch, the read- 
ing of Latin authors ; and this manual is the result of an attempt 
to bring together what should never have been separated. I am 
aware that the attempt has been made before with more or less 
success ; but no work that I had examined approached my ideal 
until the appearance about a year ago of the book for beginners, 
"Bellum Helveticum." The practical character of the plan of 
that book has been proved by the tests of the class-room ; and I 
have endeavored in the following pages to carry the matter still 
further, hoping that by its use the student will become more 
familiar with Latin constructions, and will better understand 
and appreciate the works read. As Caesar is usually the first 
author read in Academies and Preparatory Schools, and as the 
first four books are read in most institutions, the exercises of this 
work are based upon those books. 

In each chapter the student is referred to a few grammatical 
principles taken from those found in the text which is used as the 
basis of the lesson ; and in this, the natural way, it is believed that 
he may become master of the ordinary rules of syntax, and of 
constructions and idioms. The changes are rung upon the con- 
structions found in the Latin text, the desire being to present the 
same constructions in various combinations ; and, when the class 
has finished these exercises, its members should have a good 
understanding of the contents of the chapters upon which the 
exercises are based. 
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TO TEACHERS. 



It is assumed at the outset that the student, from his 
study in the beginner's book, is thoroughly familiar with 
the forms of declension, comparison, and conjugation, 
and has had considerable practice in turning English 
into Latin. 

As a preliminary exercise, the Latin of each chapter 
upon which these sentences are based should be trans- 
lated literally and idiomatically, so that the spirit of it 
shall be thoroughly understood. Peculiarities of con- 
struction should be carefully noted, and the meaning of 
each word in the chapter mastered. When this is done, 
the class is prepared to enter upon the special work of 
the lesson. 

Many of the grammatical principles referred to and 
illustrated are already familiar to the student, but all are 
important and the exercises should be carefully prepared. 
In the exercises based upon the first twenty-nine chap- 
ters of Book I., illustrations of these principles are given 
from the text. If the teacher wishes to do so, he can 
point out to the class such illustrations from the subse- 
quent lessons. I have found, however, that the search- 
ing of them by the student is very profitable, and sug- 
gest that this work be made a part of each lesson. The

questions of the third section can almost all be answered 
in Caesar's own language. 

The more important constructions are repeated sev- 
eral times in addition to their recurrence in the review 
lessons. 

The sentences based upon each chapter are grouped 
together, so that the teacher can, according to his judg- 
ment, take them by themselves as a review exercise for 
each day, or devote one day of each week to a larger 
assignment after all the chapters represented in it have 
been studied. 

As these lessons are based directly upon the Latin 
text, a special vocabulary has been thought unnecessary. 
When new words are used, or need to be used, they are 
indicated in the text.
